N. Korea pardons U.S. journalists 





Clinton visits Pyongyang, asks Kim to release women

SEOUL — North Korean lead- 
er Kim Jong II issued a “special 
pardon” for two jailed American 
journalists and ordered their re- 
lease at former President Bill 
Clinton’s request, North Korean 
media reported Wednesday. 

The move to free reporters 
Laura Ling and Euna Lee reflect- 
ed North Korea’s “humanitarian 
and peaceloving policy,” the Ko- 
rean Central News Agency said 
in a dispatch from Pyongyang 
early Wednesday. 

The official Korean Central 
News Agency said Clinton’s party 
left the country early Wednes- 


day, but retracted the report two 
hours later. U.S. officials said 
they expected Clinton to wrap up 
the mission 
Wednesday 

morning and 
that he hoped 
to bring the 
two journal- 
ists with him

During his visit, he held rare 
talks with Kim — the reclusive

Lee, 36, 
and Ling, 
32, were ar- 
rested in March after crossing 
into North Korea from China, 
where they had been reporting 





on North Korean defectors. 

They were sentenced to 12 years 
of hard labor for illegal entry and 
engaging in “hostile acts.” 

Washington had pushed for 
their release, with Clinton’s wife, 
Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton, requesting last 
month that they be granted am- 
nesty. She described the women 
as remorseful, and expressed 
their families’ anguish. 

Lee, a South Korean-born U.S. 
citizen, is married and has a 4- 
year-old daughter in Los Ange- 
les. A native Californian, Ling is 
the married younger sister of TV 
journalist Lisa Ling.

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Obama: 
Treating 
PTSD a 
‘multi-year 
project’

WASHINGTON — As thou- 
sands of troops bearing mental 
scars stream back from fight- 
ing two major wars, President 
Barack Obama _ acknowledged 
Tuesday that it will take years 
before Veterans Affairs officials 
are fully ready to address their 
complex emotional issues. 

In a White House roundtable 
with Stars and Stripes and other 
military reporters, Obama and 
VA Secretary Eric Shinseki said 
they are focused on the issues of 
stress and suicide among return- 
ing troops, and have committed 
millions in new funding to deal- 
ing with problems like post-trau- 
matic stress disorder. 

“Throwing money at the prob- 
lem by itself is not enough, but 
money helps,” Obama said. “I do 
think there’s been a sea change 
in attitudes around stress dis- 
orders since the Vietnam era. I 
think both [the Department of 
Defense] and the VA take the 
issue of PTSD very seriously.” 

But the president also conceded 
that it will be “a multi-year proj- 
ect” that depends on additional 
research into the disorders, a 
drop in deployment tempo among 
active-duty troops, and eliminat- 
ing the stigma of seeking help for 
mental health issues. 

Last month, a VA _ report 
showed that more than one-third 
of troops returning from Iraq 
and Afghanistan using the vet- 
erans’ health system have been 
diagnosed with a mental health 
disorder, nearly double the rate 
from the last time the study was 
done in 2004. 

Earlier this year, Obama 
pledged $25 billion in new VA 
funding over the next five years 
to deal with emerging veterans 
issues like PTSD and traumatic 
brain injuries, a move the presi- 
dent called one of his biggest suc- 
cesses in office. 

“The key now is implementa- 
tion, execution,” he said. “Mak- 
ing sure there is a culture within 
the VA that is consumer friendly, 
that is oriented not towards keep- 
ing people out, but getting them 
the services they need.”

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Ban considered on sites with pornography, security threats

BAGHDAD — The Iraqi gov- 
ernment has decided to crack 
down on Internet service pro- 
viders and ban sites that incite 
violence or carry pornography, 
officials said Tuesday, a move 
that has been strongly criticized 
by freedom of speech advocates 
as a dangerous first step toward 
political censorship. 

The plan to strengthen gov- 
ernment control of content and 
usage will require Internet cafes 
— and later the service providers 
as well — to obtain licenses that 
are subject to government review 


State media said Clinton offered 
Kim “words of sincere apology” 
for the women’s transgressions, 
and “courteously” conveyed 
President Barack Obama’s grati- 
tude for North Korea’s leniency, 
KCNA said. 

White House spokesman Rob- 
ert Gibbs, however, denied Clin- 
ton went with a message from 
Obama. “That’s not true,” he told 
reporters in Washington. 

Clinton’s landmark visit, which 
was not announced in advance by 
North Korea or the U.S., comes 
at a time of heightened tensions 
between Washington and Pyong- 
yang, foes during the Korean War 
of the 1950s, over the regime’s 
nuclear program. 

North Korea in recent months 
has conducted a nuclear test and 
test-fired an array of ballistic mis- 
siles in violation of U.N. Security 
Council resolutions, with Wash- 
ington leading the push to punish 
Pyongyang for its defiance. 

It’s only the second visit to 
Pyongyang by a former U.S. 
leader. Jimmy Carter traveled to 
North Korea for talks with Kim’s 
father, Kim II] Sung, in 1994 ina 
groundbreaking meeting during

“All Web sites that glorify ter- 
rorism and incite violence and 
sectarianism or those that violate 
social morals with content such 
as pornography will be banned,” 
communications ministry spokes- 
man Sameer al-Hasoon told 
The Associated Press by phone 
Tuesday.

Navy promotes 3,/00 sailors 


Advancement through ranks getting more competitive, Navy says

NAPLES, Italy — Nearly 3,700 sailors will 
pin on the chief petty officer rank next month, 
according to a Navywide message, fewer than 
20 percent of eligible candidates. 

Advancement to senior enlisted leadership 
positions is becoming more competitive and 
is at its lowest in about a decade, Navy spokes- 
woman Lt. Candice Tresch said last month. 

“Now that the Navy has entered a period of 
stabilizing the force, we are closely monitoring 
the number of billets and advancement oppor- 
tunity to ensure a balanced force in terms of 
skills, seniority and experience and to align ad- 
vancement rates with the number of available 
billets,” she said. 

Sailors in career specialties such as explo- 
sive ordnance disposal, electronics techni- 
cians specializing in submarine navigation 
equipment and machinists mates who main- 
tain weapons systems fared the best — with 
advancement rates between 50 percent and 60 
percent of those eligible for promotion, accord- 
ing to the Navy’s Bureau of Personnel.

On the other end of the spectrum were 
machinery repairmen and cryptologic tech- 
nicians. Only one percent of all eligible main- 
tenance crypto-techs were on the annual chiefs 
list, while no machinery repairmen made the 
cut. 

The primary reason for the disparity in pro- 
motion rates can be attributed to the number of 
vacancies in each career field. If there was only 
one vacant E-7 slot in the EOD field, for exam- 
ple, then only one E-6 could be promoted. 

Of the 19,000 petty officers first class who 
were eligible, just 19 percent will be promoted 
to chief in fiscal 2010, a small drop from the 
current fiscal year. 

Since 2004, the Navy has reduced the size of 
its force, including a 10 percent reduction in E- 
7 (chief petty officer) billets, Tresch said. 

Following the announcement, those eligible 
for promotion begin a six-week training period, 


which includes classroom instruction, naval 
history, physical fitness training and leader- 
ship mentoring. At the end of the six weeks, all 
3,700 sailors will be “frocked,” meaning their 
pay will increase at various times throughout 
the year, but all will be considered equal in 
seniority. 

The jump from E-6 to E-7 represents one of 
the biggest career milestones in the military. 
Unlike other branches of the service, those 
who make it to the Navy’s senior enlisted ranks 
immediately begin a training regimen to pre- 
pare them for a new set of leadership roles, a 
new peer group, new expectations and even a 
new uniform. 

“As ajunior sailor, wet behind the ears, I saw 
that the chiefs ran the Navy,” said Chief Petty 
Officer Vince Griego, who was promoted to 
chief in 2003 and is currently based in Naples. 
“Any time you had a question, you went to the 
chief. I wanted to be that guy. 

“The chiefs are successful because they 
work together. It’s not about individuals; it’s 
about having a successful team that networks 
and looks out for each other,” Griego said.

Shinseki noted that the VA 
employs more than 18,000 coun- 
selors, including new employees 
at suicide hot lines and mental 
health outreach programs. 

“We know if we get them into 
treatment, they get better,” Shin- 
seki said. “We also know if we 
don’t get them into treatment, it 
doesn’t get better, and more often 
it becomes debilitating.” 

Shinseki said along with im- 
proving services, he has empha- 
sized the need for better research 
into stress disorders: identifying 
why some individuals succumb to 
combat stress while others walk 
away relatively unscathed. 

“There’s something here that 
we don’t understand,” he said. “Is 
it personal makeup, resilience, 
how kids were raised, whatever? 

“Unlocking that door for both 
DOD and VA will be important, 
because it will help us understand 
how we can teach resilience.” 

Still, the president said he’s 
confident that Shinseki’s VA is 
taking a new and better approach 
to the challenge. 

“Both the VA and DOD un- 
derstand these very human is- 
sues are dealt with in the most 
thoughtful and effective way pos- 
sible,’ Obama said. “We’re put- 
ting time and energy behind it. 
I’m focused on it personally. But 
it’s going to take some time.”

DODDS-Pacifice student activities budget looks solid, outgoing director says

TORII STATION, Okinawa — In uncer- 
tain financial times, often student activi- 
ties will feel the pinch. 

Twice in the 1980s, co-curricular activi- 
ties underwent the budget knife at Depart- 
ment of Defense Dependents Schools. 

But now, as the DOD is taking a close 
look at expenditures across the board, for- 
mer DODDS-Pacific Director Nancy Bre- 
sell, in an interview before departing the 
region for the same job in Europe, said she 
believes funding for student activities for 
the coming school year in the Pacific is on 
good footing. 

“I can tell you, [activities] are pretty 
high up there as far as the use of discre- 


tionary funds are concerned,” she said 
Saturday. 

DODDS-Pacific budgeted $2.3 million, 
about 3 percent of total 
expenditures minus 
payroll, for Far East 
student activities in 
school year 2008-09, 
for 22 total activities 
involving about 2,200 
students, according 
to DODDS-Pacific 
spokesman Charly 
Hoff. DODDS proj- 
ects that level “will 
be about the same” in 
school year 2009-10. 

Student activities include Far East-wide 
tournaments in six sports, plus activi-

ties such as Model United Nations, Junior 
ROTC, journalism, drama and music. 

Bresell said Department of Defense 
Education Activity Director Shirley Miles 
has “made it very clear that student ac- 
tivities are an important part of the total 
DODEA educational picture and really the 
heartbeat of our schools.” 

Bresell is taking her 34 years of experi- 
ence with DODEA and DODDS to Europe 
as regional director. She’s swapping spots 
with DODDS-Europe Director Diana 
Ohman, who’s held that post since 1999. 

Bresell got her start with DODDS in 
1976 as a learning disabilities teacher in 
Germany. She became DODDS-Pacific di- 
rector in December 2001. 

One of the obstacles she said she had to 
overcome, especially in her early days in 


the Pacific, was the “but-we’ve-always- 
done-it-this-way” school of thought, par- 
ticularly in athletics. 

She established the Far East-wide foot- 
ball playoffs in 2005. Next, she unified 
boys and girls basketball seasons in winter 
and soccer in spring. Previously girls bas- 
ketball was played in spring and soccer in 
winter, with Korea teams playing on fro- 
zen turf in cold wind chills. 

She said the Pacific will be getting a 
solid director in Ohman, whom Bresell has 
worked with for four years in the past. 

“An experienced educator, an experi- 
enced leader, such a strong leader,” Bresell 
said. “Diana listens to people, then makes 
really solid decisions.”

BAGHDAD — With a raid this 
week on a camp of Iranian dissi- 
dents once sheltered by the United 
States, Prime Minister Nouri al- 
Maliki has again demonstrated a 
knack for surprising both foes and 
allies in his attempt to emerge as 
the victor in crucial parliamen- 
tary elections in January. 

So far, he has ordered attacks 
on militiamen in Basra against 
the advice of the U.S. military, 
turned the June 30 deadline for 
U.S. troop withdrawal from Iraqi 
cities into an orchestrated cel- 
ebration of Iraqi independence 
and rigorously tried to conceal 
the U.S. presence that remains, 
fearful that Iragis will see the 
withdrawal as a charade. 

Al-Maliki’s government had 
for months contemplated a move 
against the Iranian exiles, who

with Iraqi officials in the Anbar 
provincial capital of Ramadi. 

Col. Timothy R. Reese, a U.S. 
Army adviser to the Iraqi military 
in Baghdad, wrote in his memo 
that the years-long American ef- 
fort to train, equip and advise 
Iraqi security forces has reached 
a point of rapidly diminishing 
returns and the U.S. should go 
home next year, 16 months ahead 
of schedule. 

Reese also wrote that Iraqi 
forces already are good enough 
to defend the government against

the weakened terrorist and insur- 
gent forces that remain active. 

Odierno warned the security 
gains are fragile, saying the No. 
1 threat was Kurdish-Arab ten- 
sions that could stoke violence in 
northern Iraq. 

The Americans have pinned 
their hopes on national parlia- 
mentary elections scheduled for 
January to give the national rec- 
onciliation process a jumpstart by 
empowering disaffected groups. 

Odierno said that would be the 
next benchmark. 


“What we have to be able to do 
is to make sure that we reduce 
tensions so that they can solve this 
politically,’ he said. “It’s impor- 
tant that we’re here to make sure 
that we have legitimate credible 
parliamentary elections.” 

Reese argued for ending the 
U.S. military mission in Iraq in 
August 2010. That is the date 
when Obama has said all com- 
bat troops will have withdrawn, 
leaving behind a residual force of 
35,000-50,000 troops to train and 
advise the Iraqi security forces 
until a final pullout by the end of 
2011. 

There are now 130,000 U.S. 
forces in Iraq. 

“We want to continue to build 
the institutional capacity of Iraq 
to move it towards a stable coun- 
try and we want to make them 
a long-term partner that would 
help us to, in my mind, help over- 
all with the security situation in 
the Middle East. That’s what our 
goals are,” Odierno said.

Al-Maliki faces an array of 
challenges as he heads toward 
elections in January that will 
choose a parliament and even- 
tually lead to a new cabinet and 
prime minister. 

Violence remains a feature of 
the landscape here, threatening 
to undo what al-Maliki has touted 
as his greatest accomplishment: 
a restoration of a semblance of 
calm in Baghdad and other war- 
wrecked towns and cities. 

On Friday, car bombings near 
five Shiite mosques in Baghdad 
killed at least 29 people, under- 


scoring insurgents’ continued 
ability to strike at the heart of the 
fortified capital. 


Since the spring, al-Maliki has 
courted Sunni leaders, includ- 
ing Saleh al-Mutlak, who counts 
former Baathists among his con- 
stituency, and Ahmed Abu Risha, 


probably the most powerful tribal 
sheik in Anbar. Abu Risha has 
said he will ally with al-Maliki. 

Al-Maliki seems to be play- 
ing an aggressive game with 
the Americans, as well. No one 
missed the fact that the raid on 
the camp began as Defense Sec- 
retary Robert Gates arrived in 
Iraq — either a sign of poor plan- 
ning on al-Maliki’s part or disre- 
gard for the U.S. reaction. 

Still, there remains a sense in 
Iraq at least that the Americans 
would like to see al-Maliki con- 
solidate control as the most ex- 
pedient way to ensure stability 
while most U.S. combat troops 
pull out of Iraq by August 2010. 

“T think they’re turning the 
keys over. And that’s unfortu- 
nate,” said an Iraqi official who 
has been critical of al-Maliki.

rockets

KABUL — Taliban militants 
unleashed a wave of rockets at 
Kabul’s_ international airport 
and government buildings Tues- 
day in an apparent attempt to 
shatter the sense of security 
in the Afghan capital less than 
three weeks before presidential 
elections. 

The rockets missed their tar- 
gets, wounding a girl and a man 
with flying glass, but a Taliban 
spokesman said the group would 
soon launch more attacks in 
Kabul, which has been largely 
spared the violence roiling the 
south and east of the country. 

President Hamid Karzai made 
a rare campaign appearance in 
the heavily Pashtun east to appeal 
for votes from the ethnic group 
that provides most of the support 
for the insurgents. He told a crowd 
of several thousands in Gardez, 
the capital of Paktia province, 
that Western forces must release 
suspected Taliban supporters and 
fighters held without charge for 
months and even years. 

The U.S. military holds some 
600 prisoners at a detention cen- 
ter at Bagram Air Base outside 
Kabul as “unlawful enemy com- 
batants” denied the right to legal 
representation. Their status is 
a growing source of tension be- 
tween the U.S. and Karzai, who 
has been increasingly criticizing 
American forces for the deten- 
tions, along with raids on homes 
and airstrikes that kill civilians. 

Karzai issued one of his stron- 
gest demands yet for the mostly 
Pashtun detainees’ freedom. 

“The Afghan people are happy 
because you have paved roads, 
built schools, and the salaries of 
the government are paid by the 
international community and 
United States,” he told the crowd 
in a field before a mosque. “But 
we want all our prisoners to be 
released. We need dignity in 
our houses and dignity for our 
women.” 

Karzai, who has made few 
campaign appearances, was once 
highly popular inside and outside 
Afghanistan but has lost luster 
in recent years amid endemic 
government corruption, a huge 
narcotics industry and the un- 
yielding violence. 

He called for the Taliban to ne- 
gotiate with the government and 
participate in the election but said 
the two sides remained too far 
apart for talks to be successful. 

The president condemned a 
suicide attack Tuesday in Zabul 
province, where a bomber deto- 
nated his explosive vest besides a 
vehicle carrying Afghan security 
agents, killing one agent and four 
civilians. Eighteen people were 
wounded, police said. 

Karzai did not mention the at- 
tack launched on Kabul at dawn 
from a largely unpopulated sec- 
tion of Deh Sabz, an area about 
five miles northeast of the city.

KHARTOUM, Sudan — Su- 
danese police fired tear gas and 
beat women protesting outside a 
Sudanese court Tuesday during 
the trial of a female journalist 
accused of violating the Islamic 
dress code by wearing trousers 
in public. 

Police moved in swiftly and 
dispersed about 50 protesters, 
mostly women, who were sup- 
porting Lubna Hussein, a former 
U.N. worker facing 40 lashes on 
the charge of “indecent dressing.” 
Some of the women demonstra- 
tors wore trousers in solidarity 
with Hussein while others wore 
more traditional dress. 

Trousers are considered inde- 
cent under the strict interpreta- 
tion of Islamic law, adopted by 
Sudan’s Islamic regime which 
came to power after a coup led 
by President Omar al-Bashir in 
1989. But activists and lawyers

say the implementation of the law 
is arbitrary. 

Hussein was among 13 women 
arrested July 3 in a raid by the 
public order police on a popular 
cafe in Khartoum. Ten of the 
women were flogged at a police 
station two days later and fined 
250 Sudanese pounds, or about 
$120. 

But Hussein and two others 
decided to go on trial. She has 
sought to publicize her case inter- 
nationally, inviting human rights 
workers, Western diplomats and 
fellow journalists to witness her 
trial. 

“T am not afraid of flogging. 
... It’s not about flogging. It’s not 
about my innocence. It’s about 
changing the law,” Hussein said 
after the hearing Tuesday. 

She said she would take the

Iran lawmaker says detained 
American hikers are spies

TEHRAN, Iran — Iran has 
arrested three Americans who 
strayed across the border from 
Iraq on allegations they illegally 
entered the country, and a law- 
maker said Tuesday that authori- 
ties are deciding whether they 
will be accused of spying. 

Officials in northern Iraq’s 
Kurdish region said Sunday that 
the three — Shane Bauer, Sarah 
Shourd and Joshua Fattal — 
were tourists who inadvertently 
crossed into Iran on July 31 while 
hiking in the region. Friends and 
family say the three were adven- 
turous travelers who accidentally 
stumbled into the wrong place at 
the wrong time. 


Their arrest and Iran’s accusa- 
tions could spark a new standoff 
with the U.S. at a time when Iran 
is mired in its worst political crisis 
in decades over the disputed June 
12 presidential election. Earlier 
this year, the two countries faced 
off over American-Iranian jour- 
nalist Roxana Saberi, who was 
held for more than three months 
and accused of spying. 

Lawmaker Mohammad Karim 
Abedi, who heads the Iranian 
parliament’s National Security 
Committee, said on state-run 
Arabic television Al-Alam that he 
believed the three came as spies 
but authorities are still deciding 
whether there is proof to bring 
legal action against them.

ready “to receive [even] 40,000 
lashes.” 

Hussein wore the same clothes 
Tuesday she wore when arrested, 
including the dark-colored pants 
that authorities found offensive. 
Although she was required to 
wear the same outfit to court so 
the judge and others could see the 
clothing, Hussein said she’s been 
wearing it every day to highlight 
her case.

Attack on Christians 
in Pakistan a planned 


act, rights panel says

ISLAMABAD — An indepen- 
dent Pakistani human rights 
commission said Tuesday that ri- 
oting that killed eight Christians 
last week was not spontaneous 
but was planned by the attackers, 
some of whom belong to an al- 
Qaida-linked group. 

The findings were released 
the same day Pakistani police 
began questioning more than 200 
people to determine if the attacks 
were premeditated, said Pun- 
jab province Law Minister Rana 
Sanaullah. Another top official 
said militants fleeing an army 
offensive in the northwest Swat 
Valley were also involved. 

Hundreds of Muslims attacked 
a Christian neighborhood in the 
eastern Pakistani city of Gojra on 
Saturday after reports that Chris- 
tians had desecrated a Quran. 
The assault, which torched doz- 
ens of homes, underscored the 
precarious existence of religious 
minorities in this Muslim-major- 
ity nation. 

Sanaullah said members of 
the banned Sunni group Sipah- 
e-Sahaba_ Pakistan and _ its 
al-Qaida-linked offshoot, Lash- 
kar-e-Jhangvi, were arrested as 
suspected attackers. 

The Human Rights Commis- 
sion of Pakistan said its fact-find- 


ing team interviewed the families 
of victims, residents, witnesses 
and officials. Commission head 
Asma Jahangir said announce- 
ments made from mosques the 
day before called upon Mus- 
lims to “make mincemeat of the 
Christians.” 

The statement said many of 
the attackers came from a neigh- 
boring district, Jhang — the 
birthplace and stronghold of the 
banned militant groups. 

“The attackers seemed to be 
trained for carrying out such ac- 
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Sudan’s foreign ministry.

MELBOURNE, Australia 
— Australian police said Tues- 
day they thwarted a terrorist 
plot in which extremists with 
ties to an al-Qaida-linked So- 
mali Islamist group planned 
to invade a military base and 
open fire with automatic weap- 
ons until they were shot dead 
themselves. 

Some 400 officers from state 
and national security services 
took part in 19 raids on proper- 
ties in Melbourne, Australia’s 
second largest city, before 
dawn Tuesday, arresting four 
men and detaining several oth- 
ers for questioning, police said. 

Australian Federal Police 
Acting Commissioner Tony 
Negus said the raids followed 
a seven-month surveillance 
operation of a group of people 
with alleged ties to al-Shabaab, 
an Islamist organization fight- 
ing to overthrow Somalia’s 
Western-backed transitional 
government. 

“Police will allege that the 
men were planning to carry 
out a suicide terrorist attack on 


a defense establishment within 
Australia involving an armed 
assault with automatic weap- 
ons,” Negus said. “Details of 
the planning indicated the al- 
leged offenders were prepared 
to inflict a sustained attack on 
military personnel until they 
themselves were killed,’ he 
said. 

Prime Minister Kevin Rudd 
said the plot underscored that 
Australia is still under threat 
from extremist groups en- 
raged that the country sent 
troops to join the U.S.-led mili- 
tary campaigns in Afghanistan 
and Iraq. 

“There is an enduring threat 
from terrorism at home here in 
Australia as well as overseas,” 
Rudd _ said in Cairns. “This 
is a sober reminder that the 
threat of terrorism to Austra- 
lia continues.” 

The Somali-linked plot is 
the second major coordinated 
attack plan exposed in Aus- 
tralia in recent years. Seven 
men were imprisoned in the 
past year for involvement in 
a nascent plot to target thou- 
sands of spectators in an at- 
tack on major sporting events

in Australia. 

Holsworthy Barracks on the 
outskirts of Sydney was one of 
the group’s potential targets, 
and surveillance had been car- 
ried out at other bases, Negus 
said, adding that some of the 
suspects had traveled to So- 
malia “to participate in hostili- 
ties” there. 

All four arrested are Austra- 
lian citizens of Somali or Leba- 
nese descent aged between 22 
and 26, police said. 

Federal police agent David 
Kinton told the court that po- 
lice evidence included inter- 
cepted phone calls and text 
messages between the _ sus- 
pects. The Age newspaper re- 
ported on its Web site that one 
of the messages referred to 
the Holsworthy base, saying: 
“T stalked around. It is easy to 
enter.” 

Negus said authorities decid- 
ed to move against the group 
after carefully weighing up 
how advanced their plan was. 

He said the group was active- 
ly seeking a fatwa, or Islamic 
religious ruling, approving 
their plans for the Australian 
attack.

Options weighed for trying detainees 


White House 
cybersecurity 
aide resigns

WASHINGTON — The White 
House’s senior aide on cyberse- 
curity has decided to resign fol- 
lowing delays in the appointment 
of a coordinator to spearhead the 
government’s efforts to protect 
the nation’s computer networks. 

Melissa Hathaway, who also 
served as a cybersecurity aide 
during the Bush administration, 
had been a contender for the po- 
sition of cybersecurity coordi- 
nator. In an interview Monday, 
she said she had withdrawn her 
application. 

“T wasn’t willing to continue 
to wait any longer, because I’m 
not empowered right now to con- 
tinue to drive the change,” she 
said. “I’ve concluded that I can do 
more now from a different role,” 
most likely in the private sector. 

Hathaway noted that it has 
been two months since President 
Barack Obama made a highly ac- 
claimed speech on the importance 
of cybersecurity and pledged to 
personally select a coordinator. 

A colleague close to Hathaway 
said she had become dismayed by 
the delay in the appointment. The 
colleague said Hathaway had “the 
sense that this was very political, 
that she has been too closely tied 
to the Bush administration.” 


Recordings of terror 
suspect are played 


RALEIGH, N.C. — Federal 
authorities say the accused ring- 
leader of a group of North Caro- 
lina terrorism suspects talked of 
loving jihad, fighting for Allah 
and despising a U.S. military 
presence at Muslim holy sites. 

During a detention hearing 
Tuesday, officials said Daniel 
Boyd told his family in June that 
“Muslims must be protected at all 
costs.” 

Federal officials played record- 
ings of the 39-year-old Boyd talk- 
ing to his family and a witness. 

FBI Special Agent Michael Sut- 
ton said Boyd wanted the men, in- 
cluding two of his sons, to engage 
in violent jihad, train on firearms 
and travel overseas. 

The seven men were charged 
last week with plotting attacks in 
a foreign country, and an eighth 
is being sought. Officials have not 
named their alleged targets or 
said the men were successful at 
carrying out any schemes.

WASHINGTON — The Obama 
administration is eyeing two very 
different kinds of places for put- 
ting Guantanamo Bay detainees 
on trial: big-city courtrooms in 
the nation’s capital, New York 
and Virginia — or a one-of-a-kind 
superjail in the Midwest. 

Dozens of Guantanamo Bay de- 
tainee cases have been referred 
to federal prosecutors for possible 
criminal trials in those Eastern 
Seaboard locations, officials told 
The Associated Press on Monday 
as the Justice Department, Pen- 
tagon and national security offi- 
cials also weigh whether to hold 
virtually all Guantanamo-related 
civilian and military trials at a 
prison in Michigan or Kansas. 

The administration could de- 
cide that rather than bring the 
detainees to trial in a number of 
cities, it will instead bring pros- 
ecutors and judges with terror- 
ism experience to one site in the 
Midwest for trial. 

The politically volatile deci- 
sions about where and how to try 
Guantanamo Bay detainees ulti- 
mately will rest with President 
Barack Obama as he tries to meet 
his self-imposed January dead- 
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President Barack Obama signs a series of executive orders, includ- 
ing one closing the prison at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, in the Oval 
Office of the White House on Jan. 22. The Obama administration is 
looking to create a courtroom-within-a-prison complex in the U.S. to 
house suspected terrorists, combining military and civilian detention 
facilities at a single maximum-security prison. 


line for closing the prison on the 
military base in Cuba. 

Obama administration officials, 
speaking on condition of anonym- 
ity, said Attorney General Eric 
Holder met privately last week 
with the chief federal prosecutors 
in four East Coast districts to dis- 
cuss the preparations for possible 
indictments and trials. 

Justice Department spokes- 
man Matthew Miller said the 
Guantanamo Bay detainee task 


force “has referred a significant 
number of cases for possible 
prosecution, and those cases have 
now been sent to U.S. Attorney 
offices who are reviewing them 
with prosecutors from the Office 
of Military Commissions.” 

One official said prosecutors 
and military lawyers are now 
working together to review the in- 
dividual cases. The work is aimed 
at indicting individuals in civilian 
courts, but final decisions have 
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not been made on the cases and 
some of the inmates could still 
end up before military commis- 
sions instead. 

Officials said the districts re- 
viewing Guantanamo cases are: 
Washington; the Eastern District 
of Virginia, which has a court- 
house in Alexandria; the South- 
ern District of New York, which 
is based in lower Manhattan; and 
the Eastern District of New York, 
which is based in Brooklyn. 

The administration is also 
considering relocating the whole 
Guantanamo trial process to a 
more remote location. Several 
senior administration officials 
said they are considering a soon- 
to-be-shuttered state maximum 
security prison in Michigan and 
the military penitentiary at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., as possible 
locations for a heavily guarded 
site to hold the suspected 229 al- 
Qaida, Taliban and foreign fight- 
ers now jailed at Guantanamo. 

Rep. Peter Hoekstra, R-Mich., 
the senior Republican on the 
House Intelligence Committee, 
vowed to oppose any attempt to 
bring Guantanamo prisoners to 
Michigan. 

On the other hand, workers at 
the Standish Maximum Secu- 
rity Prison in Michigan said they 
would welcome detainees with 
open arms — to save their jobs.

Robotics expert Robert Finkelstein 
has had a company in the field for 
nearly a quarter of a century without 
controversy. He never paid attention to 
blogs, launched his company’s Web site 
last year and never felt the need to issue 
news releases about his work. 

That is until blogs and news sites 
feasted on his EATR project. 

EATR, for Energetically Autonomous 
Tactical Robot, is a robotic ground ve- 
hicle that Finkelstein’s small company 
is designing with Defense Department 
funding; it can sustain itself on long mis- 
sions by foraging for twigs, leaves and 
other kinds of vegetation. 

But wild speculation on the Internet 
earlier this month was that Robotic 
Technology Inc. and a partner were 
building flesh-eating robots for the 
Pentagon. 

Scores of blogs and news sites, in- 
cluding FoxNews.com, ran with the 
unfounded reporting. The online furor 
caught the companies off guard and 
turned into a major distraction. The 
companies’ experience illustrates the 
challenges businesses and public rela- 
tions agencies now navigate. 

“The media environment is constantly 
changing, and I think that’s the biggest 
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obstacle” companies face right now, said 
Todd Scott, spokesman for Himmelrich 
PR, a public relations company in Balti- 
more. “You used to know what the rules 
were, and now the rules change every 
day.” 

Many companies are monitoring what 
people write online about their brands 
and try to nip bad publicity in the bud. 
But it’s hard to tell where a wave of neg- 
ative publicity will originate. 

Facebook, for instance, faced a torrent 
of criticism this year when a consumer 
blog pointed out a change in its terms 
of service that could affect users’ pri- 
vacy. And United Airlines was mocked 
by acountry music singer in a YouTube 
video, now watched more than 3.8 mil- 
lion times, for destroying his guitar dur- 
ing baggage handling in March. 

Robotic Technology Inc. of Maryland 
and its partner, engine-developer Cy- 
clone Power Technologies Inc. of Florida, 
learned a few lessons from the Internet 
speculation surrounding EATR. 

“I was shocked,” Finkelstein said. 
“For the future, I learned I shouldn’t be 
so cavalier about information that goes 
out into the world.” 

For two companies more accustomed 
to geeky coverage in science publica- 
tions, their misinterpreted project re- 
ceived wacky, A-list attention on the 
Internet. PerezHilton.com, a popular

gossip site, featured EATR as a machine 
that ate “dead bodies” in a blog post, with 
a photo of Robocop.

The speculation that launched EATR 
into the popular consciousness as a Car- 
nivore can be traced to a straightfor- 
ward news release from Cyclone on July 
7. The word “biomass” in the release was 
misinterpreted to mean EATR could 
feed on corpses on a battlefield. 

It reached a fever pitch in mid-July, 
when FoxNews, FastCompany and 
CNET published online reports re- 
peating the speculation, without first 
checking with Robotic Technologies or 
Cyclone. 

The companies’ Web sites were 
swamped. The project’s main sponsor, 
the Defense Department’s Defense Ad- 
vanced Research Projects Agency, or 
DARPA, wanted the public record cor- 
rected. Cyclone issued a second news 
release July 16, calling EATR a “veg- 
etarian” — leading to even more news 
coverage. A story about EATR being a 
“vegetarian” ran Britain’s Guardian 
newspaper. 

So did the company ever consider 
powering a robot using corpses? Never, 
Cyclone Chief Executive Harry Schoell 
said. 

“Tt’s not even efficient,’ he said, de- 
scribing the human body as essentially 
a sack of water. “It’s not practical. It’s 
ridiculous.”

Students should learn budgeting 
before they head off to college

Barnes’s T-shirt habit is repre- 
sentative of the spending choices 
that crop up as a student settles 
in to life on campus. From pizza 
runs to dorm-room decorations, 
Greek Week festivities to football 
games, the list of temptations for 
a student’s dollar is practically 
endless. 

“T have been amazed with 
how fast the $10, $15, and $20 
charges seem to add up,” said 
Barnes, who is about to enter his 
junior year as an English major 
at Colby-Sawyer College in New 
London, N.H. 

Preparing college-bound stu- 
dents for the numerous financial 
decisions they’ll have to make is 
an important step in getting them 
ready for school. Skip over ad- 
dressing the issue of making re- 
sponsible spending choices, and 
parents might find themselves re- 
ceiving a steady stream of “Send 
more money!!!” text messages. 

A frank conversation about 
how much money is available and 
who will pay for what can be seen 
as “the equivalent of giving them 
the last financial inoculation be- 
fore they go into the real world,” 
said Jason Alderman, director of 
financial education for Visa Inc. 
“Setting that expectation that 
there will be a budget is really 
important to do before your kid 
goes to college.” 

The conversation should in- 
clude making a list of the types of 
spending that students will face 
and who is going to cover what 
costs. 

Beyond tuition, school fees, 
books, and housing, decisions 
must be made about necessi- 
ties like food and transporta- 
tion. Does it make sense for your 
child to take part in a campus 
meal plan, or would cooking be 
a better choice? Should your son 
or daughter have a car on cam- 
pus and risk parking tickets and 
emergency repairs along with 
facing high gas prices? Or will 
public transportation suffice? 

Students who are living off- 


campus need to also consider 
utilities and household supplies. 

Making the planning more dif- 
ficult is the fact that prices can 
vary widely in different parts of 
the country, so it’s important to 
try to get some feeling for the 
costs where their schools are 
located. 

Joining a fraternity or sorority 
is an option at many schools, but 
can come with a hefty price tag: 
up to $1,000 or more to pledge 
with some Greek organizations, 
plus ongoing dues and the costs 
of activities. Costs to cover equip- 
ment, travel, and other aspects of 
taking part in athletics can also 
mount. 

Most campuses also offer 
dozens, sometimes hundreds of 
clubs. While many can be free to 
join, activities may also give rise 
to additional costs. 

Finally, whether your kid at- 
tends a top-ranked party school 
or a quiet campus, there’s always 
opportunities to spend money on 
fun. 

Costs here can again span a 
wide range — a night on the town 
near a Big 10 campus in the Mid- 
west, for instance, will set a stu- 
dent back a far smaller amount 
than a similar night near an 
urban school. 

Barnes’s’ parents, Barbara 
Heffner and Carl Barnes, initial- 
ly covered his clothing expenses, 
for instance. But they became 
less willing to do so as the T-shirt 
collection grew — he has about 
150, although he notes that some 
were free. 

“Tt wasn’t that there was a 
credit card bill where there was 
$50 worth of T-shirts,” Heffner 
said. “It was the accumulation.” 

Credit cards are one important 
issue that can’t be overlooked. 

“It used to be that students 
were handed a credit card that 
was only for necessities,’ said 
Dan Mica, chief executive of the 
Credit Union National Associa- 
tion. “And the necessities turned 
out to be pizza and beer.”

man’s wife to protect his 
identity as an alleged 
victim of sexual assault. 
Criminal complaints 
filed Friday allege the 
man agreed to be bound 
with “sheer sheets” 
and blindfolded with a 
pillowcase for a “rub 
down” by Ziemann. She 
instead cut off his under- 
wear with a scissors and 
summoned the others to 
the room with a text message. 
Ziemann struck the man in the 
face and used Krazy Glue to attach 
his penis to his stomach when the 
other women arrived, according 
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to the complaints. He also said he 
was threatened with a gun. 

Ziemann told investigators 
she met the man online through 
Craigslist, fell in love and paid for 
his use of a room at the motel for 
the past two months. She said she 
gave him about $3,000. Then last 
Wednesday, she learned from the 
man’s wife that he was married, 
had other girlfriends and was 
“using them for money.” 

The man got free from the bed 
by chewing through one of his 
bindings, went outside and bor- 
rowed a telephone from the motel 
owner to call police.

Iran show trials in Stalinist tradition

orrowing a page from Stalin’s Russia, 
Bee: increasingly wobbly regime 
has embarked on a contemptible 
spectacle of show trials as a means of pun- 
ishing opponents who dared question the 
disputed June 12 elections. The idea is not 
only to humiliate the more than 100 figures 
— including prominent former politicians 
and high-ranking government officials 
— who were herded into court Saturday 
on trumped-up accusations of threatening 
national security, a charge that potentially 
carries the death sentence. It is also to send 
a message to others who would challenge 
the regime’s already shaky authority. ... 
Like the Moscow show trials of the 1930s, 
the mullahs’ sham display of “justice” in 
Tehran over the weekend featured disori- 
ented-looking defendants using stilted lan- 
guage to “confess” to seeking to destabilize 
the regime at the behest of Western powers. 
[I]ncredulous colleagues, relatives and al- 
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lies of the accused have watched, stunned, 
as people they know well have made public 
pronouncements in words that are clearly 
not their own. ... Among those accused in 
the rambling, manifesto-like indictment 
is Mohammad-Ali Abtahi, a reformist for- 
mer vice president; Shirin Ebadi, the Ira- 
nian Nobel laureate; and Maziar Bahari, a 
Newsweek journalist who, brought out to 
speak to reporters covering the trial, asked 
forgiveness from the Iranian people for 
what he described as the media’s supposed 
role in promoting a “velvet revolution.” 

The “confessions,” almost certainly pro- 
duced under duress, are meant to frighten 
the community of Iranian reformers, up to 
and including top-ranking figures such as 
former Presidents Mohammad Khatami 
and Ali Akbar Hashemi-Rafsanjani, as 
well as Mir Hossein Mousavi, the opposi- 
tion candidate whose official defeat at the 
polls in June triggered street protests that 
left at least 20 dead. 
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Having miscalculated the mood of at 
least a segment of the public by premature- 
ly pronouncing seemingly lopsided elector- 
al results, the regime now may compound 
its error by moving directly against those 
opposition leaders. The fundamentalist 
media loyal to the supreme leader, Ayatol- 
lah Ali Khamenei, is calling for their pros- 
ecution on charges of treason. ... 

The trials have reinforced the image of a 
regime whose extremely modest tolerance 
for public dissent has shriveled as its own 
grip on power has weakened. Opposition 
protests continue in the streets of Tehran 
despite a crackdown by hard-line militias 
loyal to the regime. Public spats are report- 
ed between Khamenei and Mahmoud Ah- 
madinejad, the president who was sworn in 
Monday. These are dangerous days in Teh- 
ran, which only underscores the dilemma 
the Obama administration faces as it clings 
to a strategy of engaging Iran to contain its 
nuclear ambitions: Who is there to talk to?

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Faces have changed, but vitriol remains

ix months into the Obama 
administration, one form of 
change has indeed come. 
The level of divisiveness that so 
dogged the Bush administration 
has already engulfed his succes- 
sor. The viciousness that char- 
acterized so many of George W. 
Bush’s critics on the left has now 
infected the right. In terms of dis- 
course, the country is right back 
where we were a year ago. 
For years, Bush endured the 
unquenchable bitterness of 
many opponents. Former U.S. 
Rep. Cynthia McKinney claimed 
the administration knew in ad- 
vance about the Sept. 11 attacks 
and failed to act. Then the “9/11 
was an inside job” crowd was 
drowned out by the more main- 
stream assertion that “Bush lied” 
about the reasons behind the in- 
vasion of Iraq. Or was it that he 
was coerced by Dick Cheney, the 
Vader-esque puppeteer calling 
the shots from behind the cur- 
tain? The hate-Bush movement 
was on display nightly each time 
Keith Olbermann would launch 
into one of his caustic rants. 
Eventually, the constant ridi- 
culing of Bush and Cheney creat- 
ed a climate of political paralysis 
in Washington — a condition that 
has unfortunately survived the 


transfer of power. Talk about a 
taste of its own medicine. 

The presidential campaign 
that fostered Internet lore about 
President Barack Obama — that 
he once attended a madrasa and 
wouldn’t place his hand over his 
heart during the national anthem 
— has given way to an administra- 
tion plagued by questions about 
the president’s birth certificate 
and allegations of racism. 

Typical is the June 30 town hall 
event hosted by U.S. Rep. Mike 
Castle, R-Del. An audience mem- 
ber drew wild applause when she 
stood up toting an American flag 
and demanded to know “why are 
you people ignoring [Obama’s] 
birth certificate?” 

“I don’t want this flag to 
change!” she yelped over the 
frenzy she’d whipped up. “I want 
my country back!” 

That the same woman had else- 
where predicted that humans 
would soon make contact with 
aliens hasn’t caught on as swiftly 
as her YouTube moment. Nor has 
the fact that she once admitted 
to talking with an angel that had 
taken on human form. 

Why? Because for an emerg- 
ing segment of Americans, the 
messenger’s credibility or lack 
thereof is irrelevant to the end 
goal: Demonize the president. 

Forget that candidate Obama 
released what has been inde- 


pendently deemed an authentic 
certification of birth. Or that 
Hawaii’s Health Department has 
repeatedly verified that it has the 
president’s vital records on file. 
Or that the Honolulu Advertiser 
ran his birth announcement. 

The facts will always fail to as- 
suage a minority in the elector- 
ate that traffic in hate and vitriol. 
What Olbermann did to Bush, Lou 
Dobbs has now directed toward 
Obama. He provided a ready 
forum for the “birthers,” even 
while trying to say he personally 
believes the president to be a U.S. 
citizen. Rush Limbaugh wasn’t 
afraid to call Sonia Sotomayor a 
reverse racist and a hack. And on 
Fox News, Glenn Beck just called 
the president himself a racist. 

This pundit polarization accom- 
plishes one thing — ratings. In 
July, nine of the top 10 cable news 
shows were on Fox. Meanwhile, 
MSNBC has surpassed CNN in 
several ratings demographics. 
Television viewers — and radio 
listeners — seem to have an insa- 
tiable appetite for reinforcement. 
(Who knew Pavlov’s dog was ac- 
tually a political model.) And so 
those perpetuating the cycle get 
rewarded while the environment 
they create causes the political 
process to suffer. 

The constant cross talk of 
cheap shots represents a startling 
decline in decorum. Gone in some

quarters is a basic level of respect 
for the office of the presidency. 
Remember when Bush was booed 
and derisively serenaded (“Nah 
nah nah nah, hey hey hey, good- 
bye!”) at Obama’s inauguration? 
None of this is intended to argue 
for watering down legitimate po- 
litical debate and disagreement. 
It’s perfectly appropriate to dis- 
agree in a substantive way with 
the president, to object to his poli- 
cies, and even to use ridicule to 






make a political point. But there’s 
a line, and labeling the president 
a racist is crossing it. The name- 
calling, disrespect for the office, 
and antagonism cheapen the 
country’s level of discourse. 

Unfortunately, the spin cycle 
we’ve worked ourselves into 
shows no sign of slowing down. 
That’s not change. It’s more of the 
same.

Program is music to patients’ ears at Walter Reed

wo years ago, someone called up 
Arthur Bloom with an unusual re- 
quest: A badly wounded soldier, a 
former drummer, wanted to start playing 
music again. Trouble was, he’d lost a leg in 
Iraq and couldn’t use his old drum kit. Did 
Bloom have any ideas? 

As it happened, Bloom did have some 
ideas. He is a classically trained pianist 
who can mix a rap song, a composer whose 
work has been performed by the Israel 
Chamber Orchestra, Def Jam records and 
everything in between. Tinkering with 
musical instruments is the kind of thing he 
does for fun. Bloom went to Walter Reed 
Army Medical Center, met the drummer 
and rigged up a drum set. Then he went 
back — again, and then again — until fi- 
nally he founded a program, Musicorps, 
designed to teach music to disabled sol- 
diers. It wasn’t just the appeal of “help- 
ing veterans” that drew Bloom in. It was 
also what he learned about what one of his 
proteges has memorably described as “the 
healing power of death metal.” 

As that phrase perhaps conveys, Bloom’s 
project isn’t standard music therapy. On 
the contrary, after working with a few pa- 
tients at Walter Reed, he realized that a 
severely injured person doesn’t need just a 
few guitar lessons or some soothing sounds 
but, rather, what he calls “real” music: se- 
rious, one-on-one, customized training; 
ongoing collaboration; and professional 
mentors who can give their co-musicians 
a sense of purpose, of moving forward. In 
pursuit of this idea, he persuaded donors 
to give him instruments, got Apple’s Steve 
Jobs to donate computers and set up what 
looks like a mini-recording studio in one 
of the residential houses at Walter Reed. 
Bloom started hanging around the house, 
ready to teach, practice or produce origi- 





nal music with the vets — or, if so required, 
to rewrite a piece of piano music so that a 
one-armed veteran could play it with his 
artificial hand. 

The result? Well, there are halls of resi- 
dence at Walter Reed where depressed 
young men sit and stare at the walls. And 
then there is the music session I watched 
recently, during which a young soldier with 
an artificial leg, shrapnel wounds and no 
prior musical training practiced complex 
electric guitar riffs to the pace of an elec- 
tronic drumbeat. A visiting guitarist kept 
setting that beat faster and faster, forcing 
the vet to play faster and faster, until all 
broke out in howls of laughter. Meanwhile, 
another soldier, who also has an artificial 
leg, tinkered with his rap lyrics. He hopes 
to get one of his songs, mixed and recorded 
at Walter Reed (“it’s about being blown up 
in Iraq”), played on the radio. 

It was a cheerful scene, but it was more 
than that, too. Many of the soldiers at Wal- 
ter Reed sustained some level of brain 


damage in the explosions that ripped off 
their arms or legs. Allen Brown, director 
of brain research and rehabilitation at the 
Mayo Clinic — and a Musicorps adviser 
— reckons that because the process of 
learning to play music requires using so 
many different parts of the brain, it may 
literally help the brain recover, to compen- 
sate for severe injury. Brown is working 
with Bloom, he told me, to devise a way to 
“clinically evaluate this process,” not least 
so that it can be repeated elsewhere. So 
far more than a dozen veterans have been 
helped by Musicorps; dozens more want to 
join. Thousands more could benefit. The 
word is spreading — the country singer 
John Rich visited last week — but nothing 
involving professional musicians can run 
on volunteer energy forever. 

The project is extraordinary on its own 
— look on the Musicorps Web site (http:// 
musicorps.net) for more details — but it 
carries a constellation of implications. 
In the spring of 2007, Congress agonized 


over the fate of wounded soldiers at Walter 
Reed, following a Washington Post investi- 
gation into shabby buildings and shabbier 
bureaucracy at the nation’s main military 
hospital. The fresh paint and better servic- 
es that resulted from that scandal are only 
the beginning of what needs to be done. 

It’s been a long, long time since there 
have been so many wounded Americans to 
care for, and neither our military nor our 
government are good at inventing custom- 
ized recovery programs like Musicorps. 
Entrepreneurs like Bloom can come up 
with new solutions; the question is whether 
our health care system, and our philan- 
thropic organizations, have become too os- 
sified to support them. In its narrow way, 
the fate of Bloom’s program will tell a lot 
about how well we are going to care for 
the thousands of men and women severely 
wounded in the wars of the past decade, 
men and women who will go on needing 
care for many decades to come.

University of Southern Cali- 
fornia researchers have found 10 
factors that channel children into 
gangs, including poor parenting, 
justifying delinquent behavior and 
traumatic events. 

Those findings are used to de- 
velop the 74-question survey called 
the Youth Services Eligibility Test. 
A child with at least five factors is 
deemed “at risk” and offered pro- 
grams such as counseling, anger 
management, and tutoring. 


High speed rail backers 
have high hopes 


V, RICHMOND — Support- 

ers of high speed rail in 
Virginia hope their time has final- 
ly arrived. 

With the federal government 
setting aside $9.3 billion for rail 
projects nationwide,  Virgin- 
ians for High Speed Rail say 
there’s never been a better time 
to create new railways across the 
commonwealth. 

The first priority is a high speed 
line connecting Northern Virginia 
with Petersburg, parallel to the 
busy Interstate 95. But the rail ad- 
vocates support a number of addi- 
tional options, including two plans 
that would link Hampton Roads to 
Richmond. 

Competition for the federal dol- 
lars will be intense, though. Al- 
ready, about 40 states have put in 
roughly $103.5 billion worth of 
requests. 


Budget woes challenge 
day-labor centers

The work center currently 
is struggling to keep up with 
payments.

DAYTON, Ohio — An Ohio 
judge has convicted a minor 
league pitcher of injuring a fan 
when he threw a baseball during 
an on-field melee in Dayton last 
year. 

Montgomery County Common 
Pleas Court Judge Connie Price 
found 22-year-old Julio Castillo 
guilty Tuesday of felonious as- 
sault causing serious physical 
injury. 

Castillo, of the Dominican Re- 
public, was pitching for the Peo- 
ria Chiefs against the Dayton 
Dragons when the bench-clearing 
brawl broke out. Castillo threw a 
ball that hit a fan in the head and 
caused a concussion. 

During last month’s trial, Cas- 
tillo testified that he threw the 
ball downward toward a dugout 
to try to keep opposing players 
from rushing the field and was 
not aiming at anyone.

Billy Wagner, out all season 
following elbow ligament re-

Beltran said he fielded about 30 
fly balls and the bone bruise on 
his knee bothered him twice, but 
with much less pain than before. 

Delgado had surgery on his 
right hip in mid-May. The slugger 
said he probably will run Tues- 
day but there is no timetable for 
his return. 

m Astros ace Roy Oswalt will 
skip his next scheduled start 
because he still felt pain in his 
lower back after a bullpen session 
Monday. 

Forced to leave his previous 
outing because of an irritated 
disk, Oswalt was scheduled to 
start Tuesday night against San 
Francisco. After throwing 30 
to 40 pitches in the bullpen, he 
wasn’t ready to go.

AFL on brink of folding 


The Arena Football League is 
on the brink of folding and declar- 
ing bankruptcy, an inglorious end 
for the 22-year-old indoor league 
that has suffered through a year 
of turmoil. 

James Guidry, the regional 
director of the AFL players as- 
sociation, told The Associated 
Press on Tuesday that it “seems 
to be inevitable at this point” that 
the AFL will soon announce that 
it has ceased operations. Guidry, 
speaking by telephone, said the 
players association will accept 
the owners’ decision. 

“We’re waiting to see if this de- 
cision has been finalized by the 
AFL,” Guidry said. 

The AFL suspended play for 
the 2009 season, but some owners 
expressed hope that the league 
would return in some form in 
2010. 


Massa leaves hospital, 
arrives home in Brazil 


SAO PAULO — Ferrari driver 
Felipe Massa, recovering from a 
life-threatening crash sustained 
nine days earlier in qualifying for 
the Hungarian Grand Prix, ar- 
rived home in Brazil on Monday. 

Massa waved to photographers 
just before being admitted to the 
Albert Einstein Hospital in South 
America’s biggest city, where he 
is expected to stay for at least two 
days to undergo further exams. 

Massa arrived Monday eve- 
ning on a private jet accompanied 
by his wife Raffaela, who is six 
months pregnant with their first 
child, and family doctor Dino 
Altmann. He was transported to 
the hospital from the airport on a 
helicopter. 

Before leaving the AEK mili- 
tary hospital where he was being 
treated in Budapest, Massa spoke 





publicly for the first time after 
the accident that prompted sur- 
gery on multiple skull fractures. 
The crash occurred after he was 
hit in the helmet by a loose part 
from another car on Aug. 25. 


Fever’s Griffith retires 


INDIANAPOLIS — Two-time 
Olympic gold medalist Yolanda 
Griffith is ending her playing 
career after 11 seasons in the 
WNBA. 

The 39-year-old Indiana Fever 
forward announced her retire- 
ment Tuesday, saying she plans to 
begin coaching after this season. 
The seven-time WNBA All-Star 
suffered a career-ending tear of 
her left Achilles’ tendon on June 


9. 

She had earlier said 2009 would 
be her last as a player, but the in- 
jury cut her season short. 


Quebec coroner’s office 
wants Gatti files from Brazil 


TORONTO — The coroner’s 
office in Quebec wants Brazil- 
ian authorities to share their files 
from boxer Arturo Gatti’s initial 
autopsy and the police investiga- 
tion into his death. 

Genevieve Guilbault, a spokes- 
woman for the coroner’s office, 
said Monday that the office had 
asked Canada’s federal govern- 
ment to get involved and request 
documents from the first autopsy 
and other files describing the 
scene where Gatti was found. 

Gatti’s death in Brazil on July 
11 was ruled a suicide last week, 
after Brazilian police initially said 
the Canadian boxer and two-time 
world champion had been slain 
and that his wife, Amanda Ro- 
drigues, was the prime suspect. 

Gatti’s friends and relatives 
rejected that conclusion, and 
Quebec authorities completed 
a second autopsy on the boxer’s 
corpse Saturday. 

Guilbault said a report on the 
second autopsy would not be is- 
sued until her office reviewed the 
Brazilian records. 

Until Thursday, police in the 
northeastern Brazilian city of 
Recife considered Gatti’s death a 
homicide and held Rodrigues in 
custody. Now, police say the boxer, 
who retired in 2007, hanged him- 
self with a handbag strap from a 
staircase column at an upscale 
resort. 

The second autopsy performed 
at the request of Gatti’s family 
has not ruled out homicide in his 
death, according to a pathologist 
who was hired by the family to 
witness Saturday’s procedure. 

Michael Baden, the former 
chief pathologist for the New York 
state police and host of HBO cable 
TV show “Autopsy,” said that an 
autopsy performed by Quebec 
coroners found that the investiga- 
tion by Brazilian authorities was 
incomplete.

@ Boxer Floyd Mayweather Jr.’s 
uncle and trainer, Roger May- 
weather, was arrested at a Las 
Vegas apartment in an attack on 
a female boxer he once trained, 
authorities said Tuesday. 

An aide to Clark County Dis- 
trict Attorney David Roger said 
criminal charges were pending 


following the Sunday morning ar- 
rest of Roger Mayweather. 

Mayweather, 48, was arrested 
on felony coercion and battery- 
strangulation charges and later 
freed from the Clark County jail 
on $13,000 bail, said Detective 
Ramon Denby, a police depart- 
ment spokesman. A date for an 
initial court appearance was not 
immediately available, and it 
was unclear if Mayweather had a 
lawyer, police and court officials 
said. 


Coyotes’ auction delayed 


PHOENIX — A bankruptcy 
judge has moved the local auc- 
tion of the Phoenix Coyotes from 
Wednesday to Sept. 10. 

The question is whether Jerry 
Reinsdorf’s $148 million bid will 
still be on the table then. 

After Judge Redfield T. Baum 
postponed the sale date on Mon- 
day, NHL deputy commissioner 
Bill Daly worried that Reinsdorf 
may be wavering in his effort to 
buy the financially ailing fran- 
chise amid repeated challenges 
by Coyotes owner Jerry Moyes 
and Canadian billionaire Jim 
Balsillie, who wants to move the 
team to Hamilton, Ontario. 

Reinsdorf’s frustration appar- 
ently grew when Moyes’ attor- 
neys, in court filings, revealed 
details of Reinsdorf’s negotia- 
tions with the city of Glendale on 
a possible new lease for Jobing. 
com Arena.

They sound just like old teammates, 
even though they’re new teammates, and 
Pace is feeling far from old. 

At 33, he feels rejuvenated after signing 
with the Bears and believes he can regain 
the form that led to seven Pro Bowl selec- 
tions with St. Louis before being limited by 
injuries the past three seasons. If that hap- 
pens, new star quarterback Jay Cutler will 
be well-protected, as will running back 
Matt Forte. 

Pace, however, sees himself as just an- 
other piece on the line, albeit one with an 
impressive résumé. He blocked for three 
straight MVPs in St. Louis — quarterback 
Kurt Warner in 1999 and 2001 and run- 
ning back Marshall Faulk in 2000 — while 
making the Pro Bowl from 1999 to 2005. 
Now, the 6-foot-7, 325-pounder is trying 
to solidify the Bears’ left tackle spot after 
signing a three-year, $15-million deal with 
Chicago in April on the same day it traded 
for Cutler. 

With those two big moves, Chicago made 
one loud statement: It’s serious about con- 
tending in the NFC after going 9-7 last sea- 
son and missing the playoffs for the second 
straight year. 

By adding Cutler and Pace to a mix that 
already included a six-time Pro Bowl cen- 
ter in Kreutz, along with promising young 
players such as Forte and tight end Greg 
Olsen, the Bears believe an offense that 
ranked 26th will be more productive. 

“T think we’ve upgraded,” coach Lovie 
Smith said.

after struggling last season. 

But the quarterback and running backs 
figure to be protected if a line with poten- 
tially three new starters lives up to its bill- 
ing. Much of that depends on the health of 
Pace and development of Chris Williams, 
a first-round pick who was limited by back 
problems as a rookie last season. 

“He’s eager to learn; he’s ready to learn,” 
Pace said of Williams. “TI think he’s ready. 
He wants to be good.” 

While Pace believes that he can flash his 
old form as long as he stays healthy, he also 
sees himself as just an addition, a player 
trying to fit in. On the Bears’ line, Kreutz 
is the dominant personality, and that’s fine 
with Pace. 

“All I do is laugh, because this guy, he 
keeps it going man,” Pace said. “I always 
enjoy being around him. He always has 
something to say, aS you guys probably 
know, so he’s just fun to be around.” 

The top draft pick in 1997, when he was 
the first offensive lineman chosen No. 1 
overall in 29 years, Pace spent his first 12 
seasons with the Rams. He played in two 
Super Bowls and helped the 1999 team win 
the championship while establishing him- 
self as one of the best at his position before 
the injuries piled up. 

Pace missed eight games in 2006 after 
tearing his left triceps, and 15 games in 
2007 with a torn right labrum and rotator 
cuff. Last year, a sprained knee kept him 
out of two games, and St. Louis released 
him after going 2-14. 

The veteran had serious discussions with 
Baltimore, which likely would have moved 
him to right tackle. Instead, he went to Chi- 
cago, where he knew Smith well and got to 
stay on the left side. Smith was the Rams’ 
defensive coordinator from 2001-03 and 
served as an assistant at Ohio State when 
Pace was there. 

“T think coming to a new place has pro- 
vided new excitement,” Pace said. “Some- 
times when you’re in the same place for a 
while it gets a little boring — not to say St. 
Louis was that — but just to come to a new 
place and feel the energy, feel the atmo-

SANTA CLARA, Calif. — Josh 
Morgan is breaking out from the 
San Francisco 49ers’ logjam at 
wide receiver. 

The second-year player con- 
tinues to build on his promising 
rookie season and a _ standout 
spring. Now he’s challenging not 
only for a starting position, but 
also to be the 49ers’ No. 1 target. 

“That’s the kind of goal you set 
for yourself,’ Morgan said Mon- 
day. “You want to be that No. 1 re- 
ceiver. When everything is on the 
line, you want them to go to you 
and know you are going to make 
the play. So that’s my attitude and 
how I go about things.” 

The 49ers haven’t had a legiti- 
mate No. 1 receiver since Terrell 
Owens left after the 2003 season. 
Isaac Bruce has been the closest 
thing since then, leading the team 
with 61 receptions for 835 yards 
and seven touchdowns last year. 

Bruce is back with the 49ers this 


year for his 16th NFL season and 
again figures to play a prominent 
role. But the team is grooming 
Morgan to make a bigger impact, 
particularly with first-round draft 
pick Michael Crabtree unsigned 
and not yet in camp. 

The 49ers took Crabtree 10th 
overall and spent $16.6 million to 
acquire free-agent receiver Bran- 
don Jones during the offseason. 

“Tt might sound weird, but I was 
happy about us bringing those 
guys in,” Morgan said. “There’s 
a lot of receivers out there now, a 
lot of talent, and that’s only going 
to make you better, make you el- 
evate your play and make you 
bring out your best every day.” 

The 49ers also have veterans 
Arnaz Battle, Jason Hill and 
Dominique Zeigler on the roster 
— that trio combined for 59 re- 
ceptions last year — giving the 
49ers seven legitimate receivers 
competing in camp. 

But Morgan is quickly emerg- 


ing as a front-runner. One of the 
team’s stars of spring workouts, 
Morgan has carried that over to 
the summer and has been shining 
on a daily basis in camp. 

“For a big-bodied guy his size, 
for a big receiver, he has excellent 
explosion,” offensive coordinator 
Jimmy Raye said. “He doesn’t 
look like he would have that kind 
of explosion, but he’s an explo- 
sive guy and a great leaper. His 
circumference range, because of 
his arms, is very good. He can get 
to some balls with extension that 
some guys can’t. So his progress 
has been good and he’s doing a 
good job.” 

The 219-pound Morgan’s com- 
bination of size, strength, speed 
and sticky hands was on display 
Sunday when he hauled in a deep 
pass from Alex Smith. 

Morgan got behind safety 
Dashon Goldson, who interfered 
with him as the ball arrived. But 
Morgan still was able to make the 


grab with one hand, then used 
his thick legs to break Goldson’s 
tackle attempt and streak away 
for a touchdown. 

It’s the kind of thing Morgan 
has been doing since he arrived 
in San Francisco last year as an 
unheralded  sixth-round draft 
choice from Virginia Tech. Mor- 
gan broke into the starting lineup 
during the exhibition season and 
quickly established himself as a 
playmaker before a staph infec- 
tion and groin tear limited his 
playing time and forced him to 
miss four games. 

Morgan averaged 16.0 yards on 
his 20 receptions and each of his 
three touchdown catches went for 
30 yards or longer. He recorded 
several of the team’s most spec- 
tacular catches. 

“T want everybody to say, ‘Josh 
Morgan is our best receiver,” 
Morgan said. “I feel I can make a 
difference and be a big playmak- 
er on this team, and that keeps

PITTSFORD, N.Y. — Buffalo’s 
running game will have to sur- 
vive three games without its star, 
but the Bills aren’t worried about 
their interim starters. 

Marshawn Lynch lost his ap- 
peal of his three-game suspension 
Monday, as NFL commissioner 
Roger Goodell deemed the pun- 
ishment fair for Lynch pleading 
guilty to a misdemeanor gun 
charge in California during the 
offseason. 

Lynch’s suspension begins on 
Sept. 5 and ends on Sept. 28, a day 
after the Bills play the New Or- 
leans Saints in their third regu- 
lar-season game. 

But just because the Bills won’t 
have the Pro Bowl back who de- 
scribes his punishing style as 
“Beast Mode,” don’t expect them 
to go into panic mode. 

To carry the running game 
in Lynch’s absence, Buffalo will 
count on two versatile veteran 
backs — Fred Jackson and newly 
acquired Dominic Rhodes. 

Jackson filled in admirably for 
Lynch the past two seasons, twice 
rushing for more than 100 yards 
in a game, including last year’s fi- 
nale when he gained 136 yards on 
27 carries vs. New England. 

Rhodes, like Jackson, is com- 
ing off an impressive season in 
which he rushed for 538 yards, 
caught 45 passes for 302 yards 
and scored nine touchdowns. 

Barring injury, Jackson is 
scheduled to start the season 
opener against the Patriots in 
New England on Sept. 14. But 
Rhodes also is expected to see 
plenty of action. 

“Just the way the reps are 
going, I would say that I’m the 
guy right now, but he’s definitely 
going to get his opportunities, 
too,” Jackson said. “It’s going to 
be a running back by committee 
thing right now. We’re both just 
holding it down to make sure we 
get through those games and get 
[Lynch] back. Then, we’ll see how 
things go from there.”

Practice fights elicit 
smile from Jets coach

CORTLAND, N.Y. — Ding! 
Ding! Ding! 


Punches were thrown while 
tempers flared during a rough 
and tumble practice at New York 
Jets training camp Monday. And 
coach Rex Ryan couldn’t have 
been more pleased. 

“Hey, we had a little Rock ’Em, 
Sock ’Em Robots out there,” Ryan 
said with a grin. 

Thomas Jones took a swing at 
James Ihedigbo and a few Jets 
players quickly jumped in to 
break things up early in the prac- 
tice session. 

Round 2 came a few minutes 
later when Howard Green got into 
it with Brock Christopher, and sev- 
eral players stood around the skir- 
mish and shouted at each other. 

Then came Ahmad Carroll and 
Nevin McCaskill getting into a 
shoving match, and Darrelle Revis 
playfully jumping on the pile. 

All that was missing was a ring 
and an announcer. 

“That was interesting,’ Ryan 
said. “It always happens in camp 
this time of year. You’ve been 
through a few days and you’re 
tired of getting hit and you’re tired 
of doing all this kind of stuff.” 

Truth is, the players loved it, 
as did the fans watching in the 
stands at SUNY Cortland. Ryan 
promised to establish an aggres- 
sive, tough and mean attitude 
— and the team is quickly taking 
to that. 

“It’s good,” Ihedigbo said. “If 
this is how you go against your 
teammates, OK, well, let’s see 
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how you go against your oppo- 
nents. It’s going to be that much 
more of an edge and that much 
more of a chip on your shoulder.” 

Surprisingly, there appeared 
to be no hard feelings after 
practice. 

“Tt lightened things up,” quar- 
terback Kellen Clemens said. 
“We'll all go in the locker room 
and there won’t be a word said 
about the fights in a bad way. 
Guys will be joking around about 
it.” 

Added defensive end Jamaal 
Westerman: “We’re still team- 
mates off the field. On the field, 
it’s offense vs. defense. In the 
locker room, we’re all Jets.” 

It’s not exactly the rigid, no- 
nonsense camp Eric Mangini ran 
the last three seasons. 

“T just think people are little 
bit more relaxed, a lot more re- 
laxed,’ guard Brandon Moore 
said. “Guys are out playing foot- 
ball, having fun and feel like 
they can say what they want to 
say and do what they want to do, 
within the rules. You don’t feel 
like someone’s hovering over you 
and everybody’s kind of tiptoeing 
around.” 

Obviously, Ryan doesn’t want 
his players brawling on a regular 
basis. 

“T let them know after practice 
that I don’t need them to fight,” 
Ryan said. I don’t need them to 
fight each other, I really don’t. 
Things like this happen, but I 
sense that there’s a lot of pride in 
the particular units. ... We want to 
be physical and we want to play 
tough, hard-nosed football and I 
think we’re working to that.”

MINNEAPOLIS 
andall McDaniel still 
looks as if he could 
lower his 6-foot-4, 
275-pound frame into 
that strange, off-balance stance 
and line up at left guard, poised 
to plow into the guy on the other 
side. 

He has other work to do, 
though. 

Fitting with his preference to 
be in the background during a 14- 
year NFL career along the rela- 
tive anonymity of the offensive 
line, he’s now a full-time basic 
skills instructor at an elementary 
school in a Minneapolis suburb 
spending his time with second- 
graders born far too late to have 
seen his success with the Minne- 
sota Vikings. 

In the classroom, he’s known 
simply as Mr. McDaniel. 

“Tt’s the hardest job you'll ever 
love,” said McDaniel, one of this 
year’s Pro Football Hall of Fame 
inductees. 

He’s teaching instead of block- 
ing, but it’s again impossible for 
him to avoid the attention and the 
praise. 

After a _league-record 12 
straight trips to the Pro Bowl 
and seven times as an Associated 
Press first team All-Pro, Mc- 
Daniel is bound this weekend for 
Canton, Ohio, to join the game’s 
greats. 

Despite the age of his students, 
well, it was inevitable the full 
story would emerge. 

“A lot of the kids figured out I 
used to play football,’ McDaniel 
said in a recent interview with 
The AP. “Once the Hall of Fame 
announcement came out, they 
were all like, ‘Wow, you were re- 
ally good!” 

Yes, indeed. He was durable, 
for one. McDaniel and another 
Hall of Fame guard, Bruce Mat- 
thews, are the only two NFL play- 
ers who appeared in every game 
during the 1990s. 
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Former Minnesota Vikings lineman Randall McDaniel works with a second grade reading group at Neill 
Elementary in Crystal, Minn., in 2006. Education has always played a prominent role for McDaniel, who 
invited his former high school athletic director and assistant principal to introduce him at his induction 
into the Pro Football Hall of Fame on Saturday in Canton, Ohio. 


He was athletic, taking part 
in baseball, basketball and track 
as a kid and arriving at Arizona 
State as a tight end, before blos- 
soming into a guard who was so 
quick he sometimes outpaced 
the running back he was pulling 
for downfield. The Vikings chose 
him with the 19th pick in the first 
round in 1988. 

McDaniel owned a special mix 
of power and intelligence, too, as 
opponents could attest over 12 
seasons with the Vikings and two 
with Tampa Bay. 

“He’d block the mess out of 
you,” said motormouth former 
Buccaneers’ defensive tackle 
Warren Sapp, who faced McDan- 
iel many times but never was able 
to distract him with his infamous 
trash talk. “I would either drag 
you into talking with me or I 
would make you hate me talking 
at you so much that I knew it both- 
ered you. I couldn’t do that to him. 
He wouldn’t talk and wouldn’t let 
me know that it was bothering 
him. He’d just keep playing, keep 


blocking.” 

The lasting image of McDan- 
iel’s career is that awkward 
stance, a technique no sane coach 
would ever endorse. 

Here’s how it started: Team- 
mate Todd Kalis accidentally 
rolled into McDaniel’s knee early 
in his second season with Minne- 
sota, and he was supposed to be 
out for a month. 

Well, McDaniel’s replacement 
was struggling during a game 
two weeks later, and offensive line 
coach John Michels screamed at 
him to take his place. Wearing a 
bulky brace, McDaniel couldn’t 
get his leg to bend the way he 
needed to set up in his stance. 

So he improvised, turning his 
left leg out and laying it straight 
and as low as he could with his 
ankle essentially flat against the 
turf. 

“T thought I was just going to 
try it for that game,” McDaniel 
recalled, “but then the defensive 
linemen made a comment to me: 
‘I have no clue what you’re doing. 


I can’t tell if you’re pulling, pass- 
ing or coming at me.’ I thought, 
‘Heck, I’m never getting out of 
this.’ It never stopped me from 
doing what I needed to do.” 

Matt Birk, now a six-time Pro 
Bowl center with the Baltimore 
Ravens, learned a lot from Mc- 
Daniel during his first two years 
with the Vikings — including 
some stern advice. 

“One day I was _ screwing 
around and imitating his stance,” 
Birk said. “He said, ‘Don’t you 
ever try to do that again, because 
you can never do what I do.’ So I 
never tried that again.” 

Rebuke aside, Birk appreciated 
McDaniel’s willingness to wel- 
come him and treat a rookie with 
respect. 

“He was a great player, and 
that wasn’t by accident. Off the 
field, he was just a great guy,” 
Birk said. 

The value McDaniel has long 
had for education will be evident 
during this weekend’s induction 
ceremony: He invited O.K. Ful- 
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‘Mr. McDaniel’ to take place at head of class

ton, his former athletic direc- 
tor and assistant principal from 
Agua Fria Union High School in 
the Phoenix area, to introduce 
him. 

Whether it’s helping kids at 
Hilltop Primary School or orga- 
nizing community-service out- 
ings for area middle-schoolers 
with his wife, Marianne, McDan- 
iel is just as busy as he was as a 
player. 

“IT was always one of those 
people that led by example. The 
best way to show people how to do 
things is to get out there and do 
it yourself,” said McDaniel, who’s 
now 44. 

Simone Reed struggled with 
reading in third grade, when Mc- 
Daniel worked in her classroom. 
He gave her a math tip, too: Eight 
times eight equals 64, his old uni- 
form number. 

“He was always willing to give 
you a hand to do whatever you 
wanted to do. He just wanted to 
help you, even though he was a 
football star,’ said Reed, who 
— 10 years later — is headed to 
Southern Illinois University to 
study film. 

Nancy Benz, the principal at 
Hilltop, first invited McDaniel to 
volunteer with one of her classes 
at a previous school more than a 
decade ago. When he retired in 
2002, he received a provisional 
teaching certificate and two years 
later was working full time. 

“He just kind of adopted the 
cause,” Benz said. “He’s had a re- 
ally positive influence on the kids. 
It’s been fun to watch him.” 

The Vikings enjoyed watching 
him, too. He took over as their 
starter in the second game of 
his first season and became an 
anchor of one of the NFL’s best 
offenses while playing the game 
within a game that exists at the 
line. 

“The competition, I loved it,” he 
said. “The offensive line, I loved 
that unit, playing as one. We were 
like brothers in there.”

Chief: ‘’homas was cornerstone of K.C.’s rebuilding effort

He was dead at 33. On Satur- 
day, Thomas, one of greatest pass 
rushers in NFL history, will enter 
the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 
Canton, Ohio. 

Thomas was the first player 
drafted when general manager 
Carl Peterson and _ Schotten- 
heimer took over the Chiefs in 
1989. He provided the foundation 
for one of the league’s great re- 
building jobs. The Chiefs had be- 
come NFL weaklings and there 
was even talk of the franchise 
leaving town before he arrived 
from Alabama as the overall No. 
4 draft choice. 

After an impressive perfor- 


mance during a preseason game 
his rookie year, a reporter re- 
marked that Kansas City hadn’t 
had an outside pass rush in about 
15 years. 

“Well, they’ve got one now,” he 
said, flashing what would become 
his trademark grin. 

And how. 

Quick and powerful and blessed 
with a rare ability to maintain his 
balance while keeping his hips 
low to the ground and pivoting 
around blockers, Thomas — No. 
58 — was the most productive 
passer-smasher of the 1990s. 

His 1162 sacks from 1990-99 
led the NFL. His 1262 career 
sacks are a Chiefs record. One 
day in 1990 in a loss to Seattle, he 


sacked Dave Krieg seven times. 
Nineteen years later, it still stands 
as a game record. 

“Derrick weighed 250-255 and 
we designed what we did to try to 
put him in a position to do what he 
did best,” Schottenheimer said. 
“That was to go after the quarter- 
back. You don’t see many quarter- 
backs throwing effectively when 
they’re looking over their back 
shoulder and wondering, ‘Who’s 
that guy coming at me?’” 

Anchored by a tremendous 
defense, the Chiefs became the 
dominant team of the AFC West 
and trailed only the Bills and 
49ers in total victories for the en- 
tire decade. 

“Any time you can get a player, 


on offense or defense, who must 
become the focal point of the op- 
ponent, those kind of players are 
rare,’ Schottenheimer said. “He 
had to be accounted for on every 
play or he would beat you.” 

The son of an Air Force pilot 
who died in Vietnam during Op- 
eration Linebacker II, Thomas 
was usually at his best when mili- 
tary jets made pregame flyovers. 
It was Veterans Day that he had 
the seven sacks against Seattle. 

“T always think of my dad when 
I see the military planes,” he once 
said. “It makes me feel sad that I 
had to grow up without him. But 
I guess it also gets my adrena- 
line going. I dedicate the game to 
him and I want to do my best for 


him.” 

While his sack totals are a 
part of the record, the number of 
lives he helped save can never be 
known. 

After the accident, a Missouri 
highway patrolman said he no- 
ticed that more drivers were 
wearing seat belts. His mother es- 
tablished MomstoMoms58, which 
sought to educate the public about 
seat belt safety. The lesson was 
not lost on Schottenheimer. 

“IT never wore a Seat belt,” he 
said. “I always said cynically that 
I didn’t want to be trapped in the 
wreckage. But from that day on, 
I have used a seat belt without 
fail.” 
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Pierce: No regrets for acting ‘reasonably, responsibly’

ALBANY, N.Y. — New York 
Giants linebacker Antonio Pierce 
has no regrets about helping 
Plaxico Burress after his former 
teammate accidentally shot him- 
self in the leg last November. 

Speaking a day after a Man- 
hattan grand jury decided not to 
indict him on charges of carry- 
ing Burress’ unlicensed firearm 
in the aftermath of the nightclub 
shooting, Pierce said Tuesday he 
acted reasonably, responsibly and 
instinctively in coming to the aid 
of a wounded teammate. 

Pierce, who has been silent 
about the shooting for the past 
nine months, declined to discuss 
any details of the incident in an 
interview that lasted a little more 
than three minutes at the Giants 
training camp at the University 
at Albany. 

“T am not sorry for how I acted 
that night. I am not sorry for 
how I responded,” Pierce said of 
the Nov. 29 shooting at the Latin 
Quarter nightclub, about 36 hours 
before the Giants had a game 
against the Washington Redskins. 
“T am sorry for putting myself in 
position that I had to respond the 
way I had to respond. There [are] 
a lot of lessons I learned from

this. I take them to heart and I 
take them seriously, obviously. It 
has been a lot of ups and downs.” 

The grandjury indicted Burress 
on two counts of criminal posses- 
sion of a weapon and one count of 
reckless endangerment. 

Pierce said the last nine months 
have been trying and that he was 
extremely relieved when the 
grand jury returned no true bill 
against him. 

While he never showed any 
emotion, fellow linebacker Danny 
Clark shed a little light on how 
Pierce felt. He was with his train- 
ing camp roommate when Pierce 
learned about the grand jury’s 
decision, and he saw his reaction. 

“Like a 10-ton brick was lifted 
off his back,’ Clark said. “We 
were optimistic that he was going 
to come out of it clean and he did, 
so I am happy about that.” 

The only trace of emotion 
Pierce seemed to have was a 
hint of bitterness toward Robert 
Morgenthau when he was asked 
whether he was surprised that 
the Manhattan district attorney 
pressed for charges against him 
in recent weeks. 

“T leave that between me and 
the D.A.,” Pierce said. 

Pierce was glad that the grand 
jury heard the facts “from his 


lips” when he testified last Thurs- 
day and Friday. 

“T thought I acted very reason- 
ably and responsibly and instinc- 
tively to a teammate that was in 
need, and that was my concern 
that night, to get him help,” Pierce 
said. 

Pierce thought he conveyed 
that to the grand jury. 

“When I was there for that 
long, I was sure they were listen- 
ing very well because I was there 
for a long period of time,” Pierce 
said. “You know what, I just let 
the action take course. The peo- 
ple of New York obviously heard 
what I had to say. They heard all 
the witnesses and from everyone 
involved in that night and they 
made a decision.” 

While he wasn’t overly pressed, 
Pierce twice refused to give de- 
tails about the incident. 

“T am tried of seeing myself on 
the TV and hearing my name on 
the TV,” Pierce said. “It is time to 
talk about the New York Giants 
and the 2009 season. Anything 
that happened in 2008 is irrel- 
evant at this point. I don’t have 
nothing to say about that incident 
and that season because I have to 
move forward like our team does 
and that’s what I plan on doing.”

Even engine problems can't 
keep Johnson down for long

LONG POND, Pa. — Maybe 
Jimmie Johnson can ask Presi- 
dent Barack Obama if the early 
mechanical issues in the No. 48 
would have made him eligible for 
the “cash for clunkers” program 
when they meet next month. 

The way Johnson bounced back 
from three laps down to finish 
13th at Pocono Raceway showed 
why he’s a three-time champion 
and was invited to the White 
House in the first place. Johnson 
was set to meet with Obama on 
Monday for a celebration of last 
year’s title, but Sunday’s rainout 
moved the ceremony to Aug. 19. 

Johnson surely wished he was 
at Pennsylvania Avenue instead of 
in the Pennsylvania 500 when his 
car was wracked with problems 
near the halfway point. Engine 
problems forced unscheduled pit 
stops and the hood was repeatedly 
up with every stop. 

NASCAR’ warned Johnson 
at one point that he’d be black- 
flagged if he failed to pick up his 
speed. 

Crew chief Chad Knaus identi- 
fied the problem and ordered new 
spark plugs and a carburetor that 
salvaged Johnson’s finish. 

“T assume it was a spark plug 
issue. That’s the last thing we 
started changing,” Johnson said. 
“The car started running better 
so it’s just crazy how sometimes a 
little part like that can go wrong. 


I know our guys will look closely 
at it to make sure that something 
like that doesn’t happen again.” 

Johnson is a lock to make the 
Chase for the championship field 
and lost only minimal ground be- 
hind points leader Tony Stewart. 
Stewart leads by 197 points. 

“There’s a lot to be proud of,” 
Johnson said. “What I was hop- 
ing to see from the No. 48 team 
is coming around right now. This 
is what we need going into the 
Chase.” 

Johnson, who won last week 
at Indianapolis Motor Speedway, 
had a string of five straight top 
10s end. He has three victories 
this season and has again strong- 
ly positioned himself to win the 
Sprint Cup championship. 

“IT think we are going in the 
right direction and it shows to me 
what my team is capable of, and 
I know what I’m capable of going 
into the Chase,” he said. 

Stewart’s day: Stewart du- 
plicated June’s Pocono effort 
in every way except taking the 
checkered flag. 

Starting from the rear of the 
field, Stewart made an unexpect- 
ed pit stop to check on the tires 
only 12 laps into the race. He fella 
lap down at Pocono Raceway and 
struggled most of the race before 
rebounding for a solid 10th-place 
finish. 

This weekend started off just 
like it did in June. Stewart was 
automatically awarded the pole 
because rain washed out qualify- 
ing, then he wrecked the next day 


in practice and was forced to the 
rear of the field. Stewart picked 
off 42 drivers in June to win a 
race for the first time as owner/ 
driver. He never threatened in 
the Pennsylvania 500. 

“We made the best of a bad 
situation that I put us in Saturday 
morning,” Stewart said. 

Stewart credited crew chief 
Darian Grubb for keeping him 
calm and focused on making up 
lost ground. 

“Darian never gets wound up 
and it keeps me from getting 
wound up,” Stewart said. “He just 
helps you through it. It’s easy to 
get down, but he is just calm and 
keeps you pumped. You realize 
you have a long day ahead of you 
and you will get it better as the 
day goes.” 

Hot Hornish: No, that wasn’t 
an old IndyCar race on a classic 
sports channel. It really was Sam 
Hornish Jr. racing hard down the 
stretch and competing for a vic- 
tory.

CINCINNATI — The hottest 
team since the All-Star Game 
is back in first place — barely 
— thanks to a rookie who keeps 
telling himself not to get caught 
up in the moment. 

The Chicago Cubs really need- 
ed Randy Wells to keep a level 
head. 

The 26-year-old rookie took 
a shutout into the eighth inning 
Monday night and wound up win- 
ning his fourth straight start, 4-2 
over the Cincinnati Reds. Mike 
Fontenot’s three-run homer off 
struggling Aaron Harang kept 
the Cubs rolling. 

Dubbed underachievers for 
most of the first half, the Cubs 
have gone 13-5 since the All-Star 
break, best in the majors. They 
were 4'/2 games out on July 10. 
The latest win moved them back 
into first place in the NL Central 
for the third time in the last nine 
days, a percentage point ahead of 
St. Louis. 

The challenge now is to stay 
there awhile. 

“We’re right there in the stand- 
ings,” Fontenot said. “Hopefully 
we'll keep winning ballgames, 
and all of us can get hot the last 
couple of months, and we'll see 
what happens.” 

Wells (8-4) has been a big part 
of the turnaround. The right- 
hander was called up on May 8 
and has been one of the league’s 
top newcomers. He allowed six 
hits, including Alex Gonzalez’s 
solo homer with one out in the 
eighth, while getting his fourth 
straight victory. 

“He’s pitched exceedingly 
well,” manager Lou Piniella said. 
“What a nice job, huh? Where 
would we be without this young 
man?” 

As the wins pile up, Wells tells 
himself not to get caught up in the

“Remember where you came 
from,” Wells said. “Remember 
where you were a few months ago. 
Don’t try to throw shutouts. Don’t 
try to win Rookie of the Year.” 

Fontenot homered in the sec- 
ond inning off Harang (5-13), 
who leads the majors in losses. 
Harang hasn’t won since May 25, 
going 0-9 in his last 13 starts.

Tigers ‘Thomas clinches win with homer

DETROIT — Clete Thomas didn’t know 
how to react after hitting his first game-win- 
ning homer. 

Thomas homered with two outs in the ninth 
inning to lift the Detroit Tigers to a 6-5 victory 
over the Baltimore Orioles on Monday night. 

He hit a 1-2 fastball from Danys Baez (4-5) 
into the shrubs above the center field fence. 

“T’ve never hit a walk-off homer before — 
not at any level,” he said. “When I was round- 
ing first and realized it had gone out, I didn’t 
know how to react. It feels better than you 
even think it will — and that’s something you 
always dream of doing.” 

The homer completed a rally from a 5-0 
deficit. Justin Verlander allowed five runs be- 
fore getting his second out, but didn’t give up 
another in his eight innings of work. 

“This is one of my favorite starts of my ca- 
reer,” Verlander said. “In the past, I would have 
fallen apart — when I struggled in the first, I 
would never make it out of the fourth. Tonight, 
I went eight and kept us in the game.” 

“To pitch the way he did after that first in- 


ning — that just shows that he’s one of the best 
pitchers in baseball,’ Tigers manager Jim 
Leyland said. 

Fernando Rodney (2-2) pitched a scoreless 
ninth. 

Orioles rookie Chris Tillman gave up five 
runs in six innings in his second career start. 

Brian Roberts led off against Verlander 
with a homer, and the next three batters sin- 
gled to load the bases. 

Aubrey Huff made it 2-0 by grounding into 
a force at second before Ty Wigginton doubled 
in the third run and Luke Scott added a two- 
run double. 

“After that, he was a completely different 
pitcher,” Huff said. 

Rays 10, Royals 4: Carl Crawford had three 
hits and three RBIs for host Tampa Bay. 

Crawford, who stole his league-leading 49th 
base, went 3-for-3 against Kansas City starter 
Zack Greinke (10-7) after having just one hit 
in 16 previous at-bats against him.

tenheimer said. “I couldn’t be- 
lieve it. It was just horrible.” 

Typically running late, Thomas 
was headed for the airport to catch 
a flight to St. Louis and watch the 
NFC championship game on Jan. 

Police reports said he 
was speeding and weaving in and 
out of traffic when the SUV he 
was driving flipped and rolled on 
the snowy highway, 

One passenger who was wear- 
ing his seat belt walked away. One 
who was not died instantly. Thom- 
as, his seat belt unfastened, was 
hurled violently to the pavement. 

At first there was hope he 
might live. But in a Miami hospi- 
tal 16 days later, paralyzed from 
the chest down, he said, “Mom, I 
don’t feel good,” and died of a pul- 
monary embolism.
